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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's Amendment filed 11/28/2005 has been fully considered and entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Independent Claims 1, 7 & 10 are allowable over the Prior Art of Record, since the cited 
references taken alone or in combination do not teach or suggest: signal processing circuit for converting 
user data into a recording data sequence on a sector block by sector block basis; and a current driver for converting the 
recording data sequence into a recording current that is applied to the recording head, wherein the signal processing 
circuit adds at the end of the recording data sequence for each sector block a repetition pattern of a minimum bit length 
for the particular block, and the repetition pattern comprises four or more bits of repetitions of magnetisation invenion 
at the intervals of a minimum-bit length of a relevant sector^'
